The new envoy to Berlin is a native |
of the Empire State and Is forty-six
years of age.

He went to the front
In the Bpanish war, serving as an ald-
de-camp on the staff of Genernl Me-
Coskry Butt. After the war be resum-
ed the practice of law and in 1007 was
elected to the supreme court bench on
the Democratle ticket for a term of
fourteen years, Justice Gerard Is pres-
ent of the Mexican Boclety of New
York and was one of the three civil
lan commissioners appointed In 1010
by President Taft to represent the
United States nt the centenninl cele-
bration In Mexien, During the nreacon.
